WOMAN IN CASE CAUSES MUR- 
DER OF RANCHMAN ROGERS. 


Cyrus Wood Picked up His Gun 
When He Saw How Things Were 
Going and Now He is in Jai! at 
Woodland. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WOODLAND, Feb. 23.—Cyrus Wood, 
a rancher in Capay Valley, is in the 
County Jail, charged with murder 
committed in the hills of Capay, Mist 
Saturday. According to the only state- 
ment obtainable, Wood shot and killed 
his neighbor, Vern! Rogers, after the 
latter had fired at him with~his ri- 
fe. 

Wood says that he returned to his 
home from Woodland last Saturday 
afternoon and was told by men in his 
employ that his wife had, during his 
absence, sent for Rogers, who lived 
about a mile away. By inquiring, he 
ascertained that his wife had left the 
house a short time before, saying that 
she was going to visit her husband's 
traps. Wood says hat he knew of an 
infatuation existing between his wife 
and Rogers, and he was aware they 
had planned to elope. Taking his ri- 
fle, he started to follow his wife, and 
soon came upon them, sitting in the 
edge of some bushes. As he approached 
his wife exclaimed: There he is now; 
you had better run!“ 

rs, however, remained seated, 
but Mrs. Wood arose and ran in a di- 
rection that placed her husband be- 
tween the couple. Wood says that he 
was watching his wife and saw some- 
thing im her face that drew his at- 
tention toward Rogers. As he was 
turning, he heard the report of a ri- 
“fle, and felt a sting in his right side. 
It was only a flesh. wound. inflicted by 
the bullet from Rogeére’s fe. Wood 
then fired and the bullet entered Rog- 
ers’s face, close beside the bridge of 
the nose, causing instant death. 

It was late Monday afternoon, two 
days later, before anyone other than 
the members of the family knew of 
the affair. Wood remained at his 
home, he said, in a distracted condi- 
tion, leaving the body of the dead man 
lying where it had fallen in the brush. 
His brother, John C. Wood, had oc- 
casion Monday afternoon to visit the 
ranch, ang when apprised of the facts 
advised that the officers be ‘immedi- 
ately notified. Wood was brought to 
the County Jail in this city about 12 
o’clock last night. 


MATTERS COMPLICATED.

District Attorney Anderson and Sher- 
iff Griffin left today for the scene of 
the shooting to investigate. Woods's 
wife has disappeared, and up to this 
time nothing has been ascertained re- 
garding her present whereabouts. 

Coroner Kitto, who returned from 
the hills this afternoon with the body 
of Rogers, reports that he had much 
difficulty in _findi the remains. He 
was assisted in the search by resi- 
dents of Capay and they were over 
an hour beating through the brusn 
of Dry Year Fiat, situated in the 
mountains about eight miles from 
Capay. The body was finally located 
in a thick clump of chaperral. A Mar- 
tini rifle lay on the ground close to 
the body. It contained six cartridges 
and an empty shell. There also a 
flesh wound on the under part of Rog- 
ers's left forearm. 

Wood is in the County Jail. Dep- 
uty Sheriff Ernest Griffin said tonight 
that he received a telephone message 
from Mrs. Wood. She was uw. Sacra- 
mento, where she had — from 
Brooks, Capay Valley, and prom- 
ised to come to Woodland the follow- 
ing morning. She vouchsafed the in- 
formation over the wire that she was 
the cause of it all, and would come 
over to get Wood out of the scrape. 
When questioned, she said that Rog- 
ers fired the first shot.

Several years ago, Senator Hanna 
took out considerzble life insurance 
for the benefit of his three children. 
The will provides that these gifts are 
not to be taken into consideration in 
the settlement of the estate. 

The estate in the main is to be d- 
vided into three ual parts. The first 
third was left to Mrs. Hauna, to re- 
mein es her own during her natural 
life, and, at her death, to be disposed 
of t trustees. The remaining two- 
thirds is then to be divided into three 
equal parts among the three children, 
share and share alike.

Took Between Two Thousand and 
Three Thousand Dollars, Pay and

SALT LAKE (Utah) Feb. 23.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.]

So far as the attendance was con- 
cerned, he was disappointed, as the 
United efforts of deputy sheriffs and 
policemen could not control the crowd, 
which filled the yard. Martin’s wishes 
as to the lights were carried out, and, 
as a consequence, only a very few per- 
sons near the rail surrounding the gal- 
lows saw anything and the most fa- 
vored saw a very little, as it was al- 
most inky darkness.

RAMATIC SCENE 
AT FUNERAL. 


MRS. PERCY A. CALHOUN CLAIMS 
DEAD HUSBAND. 
— 


Widow .Orders Weeping Pear! 
Groover Removed When Sweet- 
heart of Dead Man Throws Her- 
self on Casket—Objects to Flowers 
‘Sent by Groovers. 


— 


A strange scene wae enacted at 
Evergreen Cemetery yesterday noon 
while the remains of Percy A. Cal- 
houn, who killed himself in Norwalk, 
were being laid to rest. As the coffin 
lid war about to be replaced, Peart 
Groover, the you woman with whom 
Calhoun was madly infatuated, threw 
herself on the casket in a paroxysm of 
rreeping, in the presence of the dead 
man's widow and child. 

Standing at the head of the grave, 
her eyes a fire, Mre. Calhoun 
called sternly to Undertaker Custer: “I 
am the wife of this man and that 
woman has no right here; remove her 
at once! Mise Groover was led away 
by her father, but not until the in- 
tensity of the situation was deeply 
impressed upon the minds of the spec- 
tators. 

Later, when the casket had deen 
lowered, the grave refilled and flowers 
were being heaped upon the mound, 
Mrs. Calhoun ordered that no flowers 
bent by the Groover family should be 
allowed to repose above the ashes of 
her dead husband. While no words 
passed between the two women, the 
closing scene was marked with intense 
bitterness. If she could not have him 
in life Mre. Calhoun was determined 
to have him in death. 

A few days prior to his death, Cal- 
houn is said to have remarked to a 
friend: “You'll see the newspapers 
have my name in big headlines before 
long, and the whole thing will be sen- 
sational enough for anybody.” He 
seemed to court notoriety and his 
death and funeral were probably as 
sensational as he desired. 

Mies Groover was seen at her resi- 
dence last night and explained ‘her 
preeence at the funeral by saying that 
she went because it was Calhoun: 
last request that she should do sd. She 
paid that she had no intention of cre- 
ating a scene and had no words with 
Mrs. Calhoun, nor did she even look 
at the widow. She acknowledged 
sending flowers, but did not remain to 
see if they had been placed on the 


grave.

SAN DIEGO, Nb. 23.—It is an- 
nounced that in order to make the 
tranéaction of business easy for the 
forthcoming Pacific Steel Company it 
will be necessary to annex National 
City and Chula Vista to San Diego, in 
order that the business can be done 
under the laws governing one munici- 
pality.
